T cverton in Devon-lhire , 
whoſe rememvzance, asa nod man ſaid, 
made hits heart to vieed ; was warned by 
Godly Pzeachers , and was thzcatued that 
God would bying {sme eminent Judgement 
upon them fo2 their hHoyrivle prophanation 
of his day. MNot long after; on the third of 
April, 1598. God, in leſs than half an hour, 
conſiimed with a {uddain fearful Fire, the 
whol? T2wn, nawke a Church, the 
Cornr*fshonſe, and the Alms: houſe, and above 
fiity perſons conſumed with the flames, and 
avove four hundred honles ail tn flames tos 
gether ; and now fince, tn the year 1613, 
the whole Town was agatn fired and cons 
ſumed, ercept thirty houſes; farcly they 
are viinne that cannot ſ& the finger of God.

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Here follows a little account of the vreat 
and lameatable Fire, which begun on 
the {ſecond of September, 1666: 


"J v5 Fire began at one @r. Farring- 
t02's a Baker in Padding-Lanr, bes 
fwirt twelve and one of the clock in the 
mAning, who being in his bed with his 
Son, hardly eſcaped the furp cf thoſe irres 
ſiſkable Fiames; Jn which houſe, J as an 
Eye: witneſſe. beheld it bucra above an How 
befaze It caught hold of any other; then 
from Cc, 4t caught hold on that ſide next 
the Bu and (ſo burnt upwards and 
an a very furions manner, itt 
deſpight of all the Cngnes and Artof man 
that conly-be uſed; The winve blowing 
Taft, aud ſometimes fJ2orth Caſt very hich, 
hc!ped the kindling 6f it exceedingly. Some 
perſons have been taken, upon ſtiſpition of 
'Treachery, who hive ben without que» 
Kiou ftricfly examined , and will be bzought 
toa Legal Trial.
